Piece-Work 
in 
Paradise 


The payment for labor on 
a 


piece-work basis is something that 


$|/wiH reuse a loud and legitimate 


howl irom most trade unionists. It 
is a system that bristles 
with 


unfairness, and it has pretty well 
been eliminated in tnis country. 


It is interesting to iearn, then, 


that in the Soviet zone of Germany 
the conquered people are being 
reintrociuced 
to 
me 
piece-raie 


system as part of their introduc- 
lion to the joys of the proletarian 
Utopia. Tne translation ot a German 
broadcast from the Kussian-eon- 
trolled station in Leipzig gives an 
•interesting 
explanation 
of 
this 
move. 


The broadcast dealt with a new 


directive from the Soviet military 
governor. It marked "a new phase 
in the economic development ol the 
Soviet zone." Criticism of it was 
disppsed of in typical Soviet man- 
ner: 


"Certain circles remarked 
with 


regard to Order 234 that it aimed 
at an enforced initiative. This was 
a mistaken 
attitude, 
considering 
. that the aims outlined in Marshal 
<L-ookolovsky's order, \i;'ere those of 


the workers and were 
identical 


with the demands of the trade un- 
ion." 
(And who do you suppose 


is running the trade unions?) 


Then tne broadcast got to the 


point. "As long as the capitalist 
system 
existed," it 
said, "the 


objection of the workers against 
what they considered the murder- 
ous system 
of piece rates was 


absolutely justified. It would have 
been a mistake to work voluntarily 
at piece rates for the benefit of 


crazy armaments policy of the 


'monopolists. 


''Notwithstanding the 
justified 


objections of ihe workers to work 
piece rates for the benefit of the 
capitalists, 80 per cent of the indus- 
trial production was carried out 
on the basis of the piece-rate sys- 
tem. Today, at a time when the 
economic system is set up tor the 
benefit of all, only 30 per cent of 
industrial labor works on piece 
rates. This, in the long run, is an 
impossible stale of affairs. The pro- 


1f/ductivity o£ the democratic eco- 


nomy must not be lower, it must 
be higher than.' that of the mono- 
polistic economy." 


It is interesting to note that 


the Nazis are now referred to as 
"capitalists" 
and 
"monopolists," 


as the American and British are. 
It is also interesting that the pro- 
pagandists do not justify the piece- 
work system. It was "murderous" 
only because of the products, not 
the methods. 


Now a setup in which only 30 


•^Oper cent of labor is working 
at 


piece rates is an "impossible state 
of affairs." The goal apparently 
is 100 per cent. 


The Germans swallowed a lot 


of tripe dished up by their Nazi 
leaders for 10 years, and maybe 
their ability to digest bad logic 
is as great as it was then. But they 
still must look about them, if they 
aren't too exhausted from trying 
to make a living under the forced 
draft 
of piece-work 
production. 


They must see where most of their 


^jfarm 
and factory 
products 
are 


going. They must think of the Rus- 
sians' $10 billions reparations 
de- 


mands. 


After that, it is doubtful that 


even they can believe very strongly 
that the "superior" Russian eco- 
nomic system is "set up for the 
benefit of all." Not that it makes 
any difference, of course. The post- 
war spread of communism hasn't 
been a matter p£ selling the sys- 
tem on its merits.

bnn? further blasts and attempts 
at reprisal action against President 
Truman because of his civil rights 
program. 


The 
meeting 
was 
originally 


called weeks ago — long before 
Mr. Truman asked 
Congress 
to 


Dass legislation outlawing lynching, 
the poll tax and Jim Crow prac- 
tices in interstate transportation. 


But the scheduled purpose of the 
gathering — to plan for regional 
schools to raise the level of South- 
ern professional education for both 
Negroes and whites — may 
be 


overshadowed in the political shuf- 
fle. 


Bitter criticism of the president's I 
civil rights plan by several South- 
ern chief executives has indicated 
that the matter of possible seces- 
sion of Dixie Democrats irom the 
national party will arise during the 
meeting. 


The party gets underway 
offi- 


cially tomorrow at 0 a. in. EST 
at this small resort town 20 miles 
south 
of 
Tallahassee/ 
Florida's 
slate capital. 


Gov. 
Millard F. Caldwell of Flor- 


ida reaffirmed his support of Pres- 
ident Truman and is determined to 
keen the meeting to its original 
subjecet — consideration of an offer 


i by the trustees of Meharry college 
for Negroes in Nashville, Term., to 
'turn the school over to the confer- 
ence to be used as a regional Ne- 
gro institution. 


Gov. 
M. E. Thompson of Geor- 


gia has also indicp.lcd he will try 
to head off a Southern revolt. 


But Caldwell admitted the seces- 
sion subject can be brought 
up, 


and Govs. Ben T. Laney of Arkan- 
sas and Fielding L. Wright of Mis- 
sissippi apparently intend to begin 
the fireworks. 


Wright flatly advocated a Mis- 
sissippi secession from 
the party 


unless the administration in Wash- 
ington renounces support of "anti- 
Southern" laws. 


He called for an organization of 
"every precinct in the state" so 
that "Mississippi delegates to the

Convention 


will be "dedicated without equivo- 
cation" to-the. upholding of- South- 
ern traditions': 


Laney announced that proceeds 


from the

Washington, Feb. 6 —(£")—• The 


bitter Democratic feud over 
civil 


rights hit a new pitch today. Sena- 
tor Russell (D-Ga) contended that 
President Truman is planning an 
FBI "Gestapo" to break down race 
segregation in the South. 


Russell 
told 
a 
reporter 
the 
South's revolt against the 
presi- 
dent's call for new measures to 
knock down racial 
barriers 
''is 
more serious than any I have seen 
in my lifetime." 


This is true, the Georgian said, 
because Southern Democrats 
have 


interpreted the president's demand 
for an end to Jim Crow laws on 
trains and buses as the opening 
wedge in a fight to halt all race 
segregation. 


That could mean, he said 
Ne- 


groes and whites would attend the 
same schools, swim in the same 
pools, eat together and, eventually, 
intermarry. 


"The president has made the flat 


declaration that he considers segre- 
gation to be discrimination and a 
violation of civil rights," Russell 
declared. "He wants to set up a 
commission and hire a lot of law- 
yers to fight segregation wherever

Nazi Ruler 
of Paris 
Hangs Self 


Paris, Feb. 6 — (UP)— Gen. Otto 


Von Stulpnagel, 70, former German 
military governor of Paris, hangec 
himself in his prison cell 
early 


today to avoid interrogation on wai 
crimes charges before the 
Pari 


military tribunal tomorrow. 


His suicide paralleled 
that 
GJ 
Gen. Johannes Blaskowitz, formei 
German commander 
in Holland 


who killed himself in Nuernberj 
prison yesterday a few hours be 
fore going on trial as a war crim 
inal. 


Stulpnagel ended his life in hi: 


Cherchc-Midi prison cell with 
h 


noose fashioned from strips of cloth 
ripped from his sleeping bag. He 
had attempted suicide once 
pre 
viously. 


He held the double rank of gen 
oral of an army corps and 
Luft- 


waffe general. He was 
Germar 


commander in France and military 
commander of the Greater 
Parii 
area from Oct. 25, 1940, to June 
1942. 


Slulpnagel, accused of carrying 


out a reign of terror in the French 
capital, was scheduled to 
appeal 


for interrogation before the perma 
nent military tribunal at 
Reuilly 


barracks tomorrow. The interroga 
tion was to determine if he woulc 
be held for trial. 


He was charged with 
murder, 


complicity in 
murder, pillaging 


seouestration and destruction. 


He is the fourth top Nazi 


escape 
punishment 
by 
suicide. 


-f'irst was Hermann Coering; sec- 
ond was Gen. Franz Boehme, who 
It-aped to his death in Nuernberg 
prison during the first 
generals' 


trial. Third was Blaskowiu, 
who 


also jumped to his death in Nuern- 
berg prison. 


He wiis arrested by the French 


in their occupation zone 
of Ger- 


many in December, 194U. and re- 
turned to France for trial. 


Stulpnagel was accused of carry- 
ing out a .merciless policy of exe- 
cuting French citizens indiscrimi- 
nately in punishment for attacks. 


He once announced reprisal exe- 


cutions of 100 to one for 
every 


German assassinated if the actual 
attackers did not surrender. Many 
ot the reprisals were carried out.

It would be more than passing 
strange if 
pure 
coincidence ac- 
counted for the way Greece, Tur- 
key and Iran (Persia) are sticking 
out their chests simuHaneouosly to 
Russia, with apparent encourage- 
ment from the U. S. A. 


These are three areas which Rus- 
sia seeks to dominate in order to 
make 
herself 
a 
Mediterranean 
power and give her control of "the 
Middle East— a matter of moment 
to both Britain and America. Mos- 
cow's ambition is a treasure chest 
which could best be opened with 
this trio of keys. 


First the Soviet Union wants con- 
trol of the Dardanelles Strait (now 
under Turkey) to give her access 
to the Mediterranean from the land 
locked Black Sea. From the mili- 
tary standpoint the Dardanelles is 
one of the most strategic water- 
ways in the world. 


Greece fits into the pciture main- 
ly because she guards the flank of 
the Dardanelles, 
although 
there 


also are political considerations. 
Iran .which adjoins Russia, not only 
is possessed of rich oil fields ''nit 
gives access to the Persian 
Gulf 
and is a mighty buttress on the 
Oriental side of the Middle East.
